IN NEW YORK. 


MORE GOLDEN FRUIT CONSUMED 
THAN EVER BEFORE. 


From the Rich Stores of the West 
Side to the Push-carts of the Teem- 
ing East Side, California's Famed 


Product Holds Sway—Chilly Spring 
Saves Losses. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPOXDENCE OF THE TIME*)} 

NEW YORK, April %--The month 
of April has been a splendid one for or- 
anges In and about the city of New 
York. Never since oranges began to 
come here from California have such 
large quantities been, sold, and it is 
especially gratifying to growers, ship- 
pere and receivers that the price has 
been uniformly high throughout the 
month. Toward the last the ventilated 
fruit arriving was of poor quality and 
prices went down, but after iced fruit 
began to come prices went back to the 
former high level and have remained 
there since. At present strictly fancy 
navels, under ice, sell in the auction 
rooms at $4 or more ger box. Large 
sizes, unless strictly fancy, are now 
less firm than they were a short time 
age, but emaller sises.are firmer and 
the tendency is upward. The prospect 
is considered very promising for the 
remainder of the season. 

A walk through the East Side of 
New York City any bright day now 
would be a revelation to growers of 
oranges In the country districts of Cal- 
iforria. Not alone fe the city crowded 
with people In that section, but they, 
are reasonably prosperous and are be- 
ginning to patronize their street mar- 
kets. Along Rivington, Baxter, Division 
and some adjacent cross-streets the 
purh-cart peddlers, offering every vari- 
ety of product one can conceive, are 
linee up against the sidewalks and 
clamoring for business. Perhaps this 
general picture would not be as inter- 
esting as the fact t about every 
third cart has fruit for sale, and that 
fully one-half of the offerings are or- 
anges. This would explain why New 
York can consume such immense quan- 
tithes of oranges which are not up to 
the standard of Fifth-avenue or even 
some of the less pretentious sections of 
the city. 

The expensive fruit, the selected 
stock, goes to Fifth-avenue and adja- 
cent streets, not through peddlers, but 
threugh the expensive fruit depart- 
ments of high-grade grocery stores. 

EAST SIDE'S MILLIONS. 

Four blocks away to the east teem 
the milMens of the Hast Side, whose 
lot is as far removed from that of the 
people on Fifth avenue as the lot of the 
peasants of Russia is from the nobil- 
ity; the mixture of races each retain- 
ing in a large degree its distinguishing 
characteristics, and each offering its 
own peculiar problems to the purveyor 
of food products. is one thing 
upon which all these nationalities are 
agreed, and that is their liking for Cal- 
ifornmia oranges. All alike eat them, 
and eat them as freely as the price and 
their prosperity permits. When busi- 
ness is good and they have plenty of 
work, consumption is enormous. en 
business is poor, and many are out of 
work, a portion or all the time. they 
buy sparingly, and the auction rooms 
far over on the west side of the city 
feel the pulsations of this ebb and Sow 
of prosperity accordingly.» 

A COOL LATE SPRING. 

Spring has been siow in coming in 
one way, but the coolness which has 
characterized it has helped the orange 
men, because it has prevented the se- 
rious loss of fruit by decay, which 
would have followed excessive hot 
weather, such as occurs some seasons 
at this time. 

More and more Californias are being 
purchased for all decorative features 
where fruite of various sorts are made 
prominent The rich, golden color of 
the skin, the uniform shape, which is 
so nearly globular, and the fact that 
they will hold their shape and color 
for days, commends them to decorators 
who have the charge of tabies or other 
decorative features where food prod- 
ucts are displayed, or in the best res- 
taurants where the decorative portien 
of a table must be considered. 

After they are used for decoration 
they can still be eaten. It doesn't ap- 
pear to injure their flavor in the leas< 
to lke exposed in this way for a few 
days, Some are actually improved by 
it. And thus one might run through a 
jong list of opportunities for usefulness 
which the California orange can be 
made to fill. All of which has its in- 
fluence In attracting purchasers. 

TOOTHSOME RIVALS. 

So far the influx of strawberries has 
not appeared to affect the orange mar- 
ket at all. Havana pineapples do seem 
to cause slower sales for a day or two 
after large cargoes arrive, but inas- 
much as they come only twice a month 
the actual loss, taking one week with 
another, is comparatively small. Straw- 


rries usually cause 4 reduction in 
demand for oranges, but

Amaigamating Assay. 

SALT LAKE (Utah) April 0.—{Te 
the Editor of The Times:} Will you 
give me an amalgamation method 
whereby gold ores can be tested on the 


ground, and greatly oblige, P. H. 
ANSWER. J.C. F. Johnson in “Get- 
ti Gold, London, 1897,” as 


follows: 

“Take a number of samples from dif- 
ferent parts, both length and breadth. 
The drillings from the blasted bore- 
holes collected make the best test. 
When finely triturated weigh off 
or two pounds, place in a black iron 
pan (Gt must not be tinned) with four 
ounces of mercury, four ounces of com- 
mon salt, four ounces of soda (common 
washing soda,) and about half a gallon 
of boiling water. Then with a stick, 
stir the pulp constantly, occasionally 
swirling the dish as in panning off, till 
you feel certain that ev particle 
of the gangue has come in contact 
with the meraury. Then carefully pan 
off into another dish so as to lose no 
mercury. Having got your amaigam- 
clean, squeeze it through a plece of 
chamois leather” (so-called chamois- 
skins purchased of druggists) ‘though 
a good quality of new calico (or close- 
meshed muslin) previously wetted, will 
do as well. The resulting pill of hard 
amalgam can then be wrapped in a 
piece of brown paper, placed on an old 
shovel and the mercury driven off over 
a hot fire. Or a clay tobacco pipe, 
the mouth being stopped with clay, 
makes a retort. To make such a 
retort, ta two new tobacco pipes 
similar in shape, with the biggest bowls 
and longest stems procurable. Break 
off the stem of one close to the bow! 
and fili the hole with well-worked clay. 
Set the stemless pipe on end in a clay 
bed, and fill with amalgam, pass a 
bit of.thin iron or copper wire be- 
neath it and bend the end of the wire 
upward. Now fit the whole pipe, bow! 
inverted, on to the under one, luting 
the edges well with clay. Twist the 
wire over the top with a pair of nip- 
pers till the two bowls are fitted close- 
ly together, and you have a retort that 
will stand any heat necessary to thor- 
oughly distill mercury. The residue, 
after the mercury has been driven off) 
will be retorted goid?, which, on be- 
ing weighed and the result multiplied 
by 2240 for one pound assay, or by 1°20 
for two pounds, will give the amount of 
gold per ton which an ordinary bat- 
tery might be expected to save. Thus 
one grain to the pound, 2240 pounds to 
the ton, would show that the stuff con- 
tained.

Burnish the pan with a knife blade on 
the inside, 1. e., clean until it has a 
bright metallic luster. Into this pan 
place your amaigam. Place pan and 
contents on edge of camp stove until 
the moisture is driven out. Then ait 
your lamp chimney over the little pan 
with three 6-penny nails on top of 
stove, around the pan and under the 
chimney. Fold up a plece of muslin 
like a common tronholder, dampen it, 
place it over top of chimney, push the 
chimney and contents of pan with pails 
as described over the hot part of the 
stove. With a teaspoon pour a little 
water over the top of folded muslin oc- 
casionally. In from thirty minutes to 
an hour the mercury will votalize and 
attach, in globules under the folded 
muslin, and at inside of chimney while 
the gold, more or less pure, will remain 
behind on the little pan, often abores- 
cent. If the chimney and folded muslin 
be allowed to cool the mercury can be

Los Angeles should adopt a high- 
license law that shall be an honest 
law—honest with everybody and fair 
to all. The license fee should be at 
least $2500 2 year, to be paid monthly 
by every ind'vidual, corporation, club, 
or organization engaged in the sale of 
liquors.

ACE PREJUDICE. 

One of the leading social clubs of 
Los Angeles has recently been “all 
torn up.” as the saying goes, over the 
question of admitting Jews to member- 
ship. One may expect sentiments of 
this kind among the ignorant peasanis 
of Russia ana other European coun- 
tries, but it is certainly strange to find 
them cropping out in a cosmopolitan 
and cultured city like Los Angeles, 
the population of which is drawn from 
every State in the Union, and from al- 
most every politica] subdivision of the 
world. If, as some claim, the Jews are 
so emart and active that, when given 
an opening, they crowd the Gentiles 
out, that, surely, is rather a cowardly 
admission for an up-to-date Yankee to 
make. It is not altogether flattering 
to the pride of a nation that counts 
itself in the leadership of commercial 
affairs. 

Again, we find there prevaliis in Los 
Angeles, to an unexpectedly large ex- 
tent, a feeling against the negro race. 
One southern woman, who came here 
recently with her maid, was forced to 
leave the city because she could not 
find accommodations for herself and 
her helper. She deciared that she had 
never had such an experience before 
during her life in the Southern States. 
Most of the firsi-class resorts of Los 
Angeles either refuse to serve a col- 
ored man, or else charge him an exor- 
bitant price. For this reason, it is valid 
that the colored people of Los Angeles 
—who have many votes—will “plump” 
them for the no-saloon party at 
the coming ‘election, not because 
they are against tne saloons, but in 
order to show their indignation at the 
treatment to which they have been 
subjected by the keepers of those “in- 
stitutions.” Nobody can blame them for 
this. 

One expecta to Gnd among ignorant 
men, among children, and among doxs, 
a disposition to antagonize and attack 
an outsider simply because he is an 
outsider. Bome years ago there ap- 
peared in Punch one of Keene's clever 
sketches, showing a couple of yokels 
looking over a fence at a passer-by. 
“Who's that, Jim?” says one to the 
other. “Why, that be a stranger.” “A 
stranger? jet's ‘eave ‘alf a brick at 
‘Im.” Surely, however, the citizens of 
this cultured city, that depends so 
largely for Hs progress and prosperity 
on the “stranger within our gates,” 
might be engaged in better business 
thar heaving bricks at men simply 
because of the accident of their birth, 
or the color of their skin, or their re- 
ligion, which they usually absorb with 
their mother’s milk. Rather should we 
be willing and happy to welcome all 
sorts and conditions of men, so that 
they are men, not mongrels. ‘A man's a 
man for a’ that.”’ The axiom should not 
nee! stating that there are good, bad 
ant indifferent Jews and negroes, as 
weil as white men,.in some of whom the 
whiteness is a very thin coat of white- 
wash.

ODJESKA’S FAREWELL TO THE 
MIMIC WORLD. 

At the Metropolitan Operahouse, In 
New York City, on May 2% Mme. 
Helena Modjeska will bid a formal 
farewell to the etage. The occasion 
will be notable, for it will be graced 
by the presence and participation of 
many of the great artists of the time, 
whose work has helped to rescue the 
stage from degradation, and to main- 
tain it upon the high plane which it 
should occupy as the most potent 
exemplar and the many-sided mirror 
of human thoughts, passions, and 
emotions. And among all those who 
will appear on this eemorable ecca- 
sion, there will be none greater in the 
world of art, norie more worthy of « 
place in the galaxy of the immortals, 
than the recipient of the love-tributes 
that are to be bestowed—Helena Mod- 
Jeska. 


The history of the stage affords 
few paratiels to the career of this tal- 
ented artist. It has been a most re- 


more remarkable because these 
triumphs were achieved in two lan- 
guages as unlike as the night and the 
day. But the genius of Modjeska was 
superior 10 all obstacles, and none of 
her triumphs was greater than those 
which she achieved in the interpreta- 
tion of Shakesperean roles in English, 
although she did not begin the study 
of English until] she was past thirty 
years of age. 

In attempting an analysis of Mod- 
jeska’s art, her wonderful versatility 
at once comes into relief as the most 
striking characteristic. In her time 
she has indeed “played many parts,” 
and none of them has she played 
otherwise than well. It has been said 
that genius is only another name for 
hard work. No more conscientious 
artiet than Helena Modjeska ever 
stood In the glare of the footlights, 
This is one of the secrets of her rare 
suceess. She was never known to 
slight a role, but she gave to the 
lightest part the same careful and 
thorough attention as she gave to the 
most exacting role in all her long and 
varied repertoire. 


After all, what is high art but sin- 
cerity to Nature? In all the range of 
art—art of the painter, art of the 
sculptor, art of the dramatist, art of 
the player—the highest, the most last- 
ing success attends those who keep 
closest to Nature, and most loyally 
observe her teachings. Mme. Mod- 
jeska, throughout her artistic career, 
was a close student of Nature and 
Nature bestows her richest rewards 
upon her most loyal devotees. 

The pervading charm of Modjeska’s 
life has been, and is, her abiding wom- 
anliness, This has never been lost in 
the fash and glamor of the stage. In- 
deed, it has been, without @ doubt, one 
of the chief influences that have con- 
tributed to her success. It has been 
present in every one of the characters 
which she has so ably impersonated. 
The dominant note of that “terrible 
character, Lady Macbeth, as delineated 
by Modjeska, was womanliness. Al- 
ways, the woman was seen through the 
mask of jealousy, ambition or hate, 
which the exigencies of the role forced 
upon her. 

But, while she achieved great and 
lasting fame in roles of this character, 
she preferred, and was more gongenial 
to, the gentler roles, such as Portia, 
Rosalind, Viola, Juliet, Beatrice and 
others. Her art was so versatile, so 
catholic, so cosmopolitan, that she was 
almost equally at home in any char- 
acter which she was called upon to por- 
tray; and whether the character por- 
trayed were gentile or stern, lightsome 
or tragic, it was suffused with the 
subtie charm of womantiiness in such 
degree as to compel both admiration 
aud respect—the respect due to al] that 
is womanly in the higher and truer 
sense. 

Although the curtain will soon ring 
down on the last professional appear- 
ance of Mme. Mojeska, and the plaudits 
of the multitude may no longer greet 
her ears in the charmed circie of the 
footlights, she will not be forgotten by 
the world, it will not envy her the well- 
earned rest which she will enjoy dur- 
ing the remainder of her honored and 
earnest life: but it will regret that so 
great an artist must retire from the 
field of labor which she has adorned 
and enriched by her genius. 

Ani we of Southern California are 
thankful that we are to have her with 
us hereafter, where, in her beautiful 
“Arden” she will be enabled to enjoy 
for many long years, as we hope and 
trust, the honors and the rest which she 
has so deservedly won. The aureola of 
our love will ever surround her. The 
best wishes of our hearts will be ever 
with her. Modjeska, we salute you!

Are these college professors doing the 
best that can be done to turn out manly 
young men, fully equipped to take up 
the stern battle of life, which a vast 
matority of them will have to assume 
wher they leave college? That is a 
question. A _ favorite topia with the 
German humorous paper is the absent- 
mirded college professor, who devotes 
his life to the study of the digestive or- 
gare of a microscopical insect, or the 
meening of an obseure Greek word. 
Are we in danger of developing a type 
of that kind in the United States? Cer- 
tainly this is a question that deserves 
to be asked—and answered, What the 
country and our families need is the 
education of college students in the 
plain American art of “doing things’’— 
and doing them right. 


LECTRICITY VERSUS STZAM. 

The withdrawal! of steam railway 
Service between Los Angeles and its 
suburban neighbors is in accordance 
with a policy which has been inaugu- 
rated in many of the large eastern 
cities. Three factors make the trolley 
cars popular: They enter and start 
from the business centers; their service 
is frequent—in some cases almost con- 
tinuous; and they have matertally re- 
duced the fares. With these conditions 
the steam lines cannot compete, and 
their patronage has fallen away till 
the local business does not pay ex- 


penses. 
When this situation began to take 
definite shape the managers of steam 
roadg were deeply concerned, for it 
meant a considerable reduction of their 


| revenues, as @ large percentage of the 


travel was that of regular commuters 
on lines reaching pleasant suburbs 
within an hour's ride. What made the 


\situation worse and more threatening 


was that the electrics began cau- 
tiously to extend their own lines till 
in many instances they were practically 
paralleling the trunk lines. 

Going out from Cleveland and Cin- 


cinnati were a number of such roads 


reaching out from forty to sixty miles; 
and along Central New York, and be- 
tween Boston and New Haven were al- 
most continuous lines of trolley—prac- 
tically freezing out the steam service 
for long distances. The managers of 
steam roads who at first were content 
with decrying the electrics as siow 
and inefficient, and discouraged invest- 
ments in them by predicting that they 
would not pay, finally decided to face 
the inevitable by investing in that 
class of securities, first, to get control 
of rivals, and second, to recoup them- 
selves for diminishing business. 

This effort to get even has taken a 
peculiar shape in New England, where 
“a voluntary association, unknown 
to the law, has consolidated a number 
of street lines outside of Boston through 
stock ownership. Only the constituent 
companies are known to the law.” In 
this case the Boston and Maine Rall- 
road is behind the enterprise. But 
there is a similar network of electric 
roads ramifying out of New Haven, 
and it ie no secret that the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford has been 


quietly backing a formidable combina- 


tion at that center. 

In New York there is a chain of 
electrica extending from Utica te 
Rochester, with the exception of some 
short jinks, and the Vanderbilis and 
their associates have recently acquired 
a controlling interest in them, and will 
complete the missing links and fur- 
thes extend the system. Chicago capi- 


talists have organized the Bloomington 
and Decatur Interurban Traction Com- 
pany, serving a belt of country forty- 
four miles in length, with proposed ex- 
tensions at either end. It is many 
years since any except through pas- 
senger steam trains have done service 
between St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
while the gross earnings of the trolley 
cars for 1964 aggregated $4,308,080. 

When Harriman joined Huntington 
in a harmonious extension of the sub- 
urban electric railways out of Los 
Angeles, he but pursued a policy which 
is now prevalent in the large centers 
of population throughout the Hast, and 
which, it is predicted, will be further 
extended until all the large cities are 
united by efficient electric service. It 
will doubtless take a decade or 
generation to accomplish this result, 
but the new giant electric locomotives 
seem to be preparing the way, and the 
change will be so gradu! that present 
securities will be merged into new ones 
without serious detriment to existing 
investments.

WEIRD EXPLANATION OF HER

SUPERINTENDENT MOVES. 
SPACE NOW FOR COURTS. 

The Board of Supervisors met infor- 
mally yesterday for the purpore of dis- 
cursrting the building problem that con- 
fronts them. First, however, the ques- 
tion as to the new courtroom that has 
to be provided was examined. The 8u- 
pervisors were willing to oblige School 
Superintendent Keppel if they could, 
but no reasonable alternative could be 
decided upon.

In the last few years the 
peuple have paid $400,000 toward county 
improvernents by direct tax, and it was 
agreed that it ia not fair to make the 
taxpayers of any given year shoulder 
the burden of any improvement in 
which the incoming taxpayers for many 
years will reap a direct benefit. The 
alternative is to make provision for 
eviry buliding project in the bond is- 
sue that will have to be made, anc as 
this county ts not Gnancially indebted 
to any heavy amount the burden in this 
_ will not fall heavily upon the peo- 


The members of the Jail Committee, 
the Hospital Committee, the Courthouse 
Coramittee and the County Farm Com- 
mitiee were instructed to prepare re- 
porte as to requirements in these sev- 
eral departments in the way of bulld- 
ings, with an eye to the future devel- 
opment of the county.

There died on a farm in this county 

esterday the oldest swan that has ever 
ived. as lis owner, Peter Valley. firm- 
ly believed. It was hatched tn France 
in the year 1795, and therefore was 110 
years old when kK died. There can 
be no reasonable doubt as to the cor- 
rectness of the figures showing its age. 
for the family has a photograph of it 
taken in 1840 in France by Daguerre, 
with the former owner of the fowl, 
Emile Valiliers, who was born the same 
year that the swan was hatched... 

The photograph, or daguerreotype, is 
called “The Twins” and bears on the 
back the date 1840 and the signature 
“Louls Jacques Mande 

The great bird was not only a family 
pet, but productive of down feathers 
for beds and pillows and long, hard 
quills for pens and toothpicks. Many 
historical documents and public records 
of France have been written with 

ullle made from the feathers of “Old 
ean,” as the Swan Was commonly 
calied. He was plucked more than 209 
times for his light, elastic feathers, 
and many a noble head of France has 
rested easily on pillows filled with
